Childe  Hassam:  An  Appreciation 


The  pictures  by  Mr.  Hassam  included  in  this  exhi- 
bition are  fairly  retrospective  yet  they  fall  far  short 
of  being  a comprehensive  representation  of  his  art. 

Mr.  Hassam  is  pre-eminently  a painter,  using  that 
term  in  its  most  obvious  significance.  As  a manipu- 
lator of  pigment  he  has  few  equals  in  the  history  of 
American  art. 

But,  while  distinctively  a painter,  he  is  a thorough 
artist  with  a profound  respect  for  the  principles  of  the 
pictorial  art.  He  is  intensely  modern  in  the  sense 
that  all  modern  art  trends  to  harmonies.  To  borrow 
a phrase  from  music,  his  “orchestration”  of  tones  is 
a characteristic  in  which  he  has  few  peers. 

He  has  lent  the  technique  of  the  luminists  to  the 
ends  of  decoration. 

With  close  observation  and  robust  creative  vitality, 
he  solves  the  problems  of  light  and  presents  the  illu- 
sion of  life  without  doing  violence  to  truth  and  with- 
out failing  to  make  a picture  whose  substantial  skele- 
ton is  subtly  clothed  in  assonant  color. 

His  art  is  a self-expression.  It  reveals  the  vigor  and 
refinement  that  unite  in  the  man  and  intrigue  in  his 
work  to  keep  a sane  balance  of  strength  and  grace.

Notes  About  the  Newark  Museum 


The  Newark  Museum  Association  was  formed  in  April,  1909,  “to 
establish  in  the  City  of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  a museum  for  the  recep- 
tion and  exhibition  of  articles  of  art,  science,  history  and  technology, 
and  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  the  arts  and  sciences.” 

Since  the  Museum  was  established  the  City  has  appropriated  to  it 
$10,000  with  which  a collection  of  about  2500  Japanese  objects  of  art, 
rare  and  beautiful  prints,  lacquers,  porcelains  and  fabrics  were  bought ; 
an  equal  sum  of  money  has  been  raised  by  membership  fees;  about 
300  Newark  citizens  have  expressed  their  interest  in  the  Museum  by 
becoming  active  members  of  the  Museum  Association ; again  this  year 
the  City  has  recognized  the  importance  of  the  Museum  by  appro- 
priating $10,000  to  its  support.  Many  gifts  of  value  and  interest  have 
been  presented  to  the  Museum.  Among  these  a very  notable  collection 
of  objects  from  Tibet,  Western  China,  has  been  given  in  memory  of 
Edward  N.  Crane. 

These  gifts,  and  the  purchases  of  the  museum  which  now  include 
the  Japanese  collection,  the  objects  from  Tibet,  bronzes,  medals,  porce- 
lains, American  pottery,  six  water  color  and  five  oil  paintings  by 
American  artists  are  on  exhibition  daily,  including  Sundays  in  the 
afternoon  and  evening. 

In  addition  to  this  permanent  collection,  the  Museum  frequently 
gives  loan  exhibitions  of  which  this  exhibition  of  Mr.  Hassam’s  paint- 
ings is  one.  An  exhibition  of  applied  Arts  in  Germany  will  be  given 
later  this  winter.
